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PREFACE 


In this book are presented tbo first four of the nine general economic tables of the Census 1961. The 
rest aro published separately 03 the second part. This part provides the statistics on the characteristics of the 
economically activo and inactive population of the state. The data presents its distribution by age, sex 
education, industry and status. When considered alongside the data of national accounts — national income 
or gross national products — this will reveal much more about the secular changos occuring in the State 
than what could bo obtained by any ono of them separately. The information, presented here for the 
first time, would be found useful for tho formulation of programmes of economic and social development and 
also for assessing the social position of our population. 

I am grateful to Shri AsokMitra, Registrar General, India, his Deputy Shri D. Natarajan and the 
Central Tabulation Officer Shri K. D. Ballal for their guidance. I thank Dr. U. B. Mathur, Deputy

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INTRODUCTION 


Different systems of economic classification of population have been used in the Indian censuses. In 
1901 the popolation was divided into eight classes of occupations viz., (1) Government (2) Pasture and 
Agriculture (3) Personal sen-ices (4) Preparation and supply of material substances (5) Commerce, transport 
or storage (6) Professions (7) Unskilled labour, not agricultural and (8) Means of subsistence independent of 
occupations. These classes were further divided into 24 orders, 70 sub-ordera and 520 groups. Under each 
occupational group the number of actual workers and dependants was given. The number of persons who 
are partially agriculturists in addition to the main occupations was also mentioned. 


In the censuses of 1911 and 1921 the occupational classification was done on a system devised by 
Bertillon and consisted of four classes only viz., (1) Production of raw materials (2) Preparation and supply of 
material substances (3) Public Administration and liberal arts and (4) Miscellaneous. There were 12 sub- 
classes in both the censuses. The number of orders and groups, however, was 65 and 169 respectively in 
I9II while it was 66 and 191 in 1921. The number of actual workers, partial agriculturists among them, and, 
the number of dependants was given for each occupational group in these censuses asdono in 1901. 

It may be noted that in the censuses of 1901, 1911 and 1921 the term ‘actual worker’ was defined to 
include all persons who actually do work or carry on business whether personally or by means of servants or 
who live- on house-rent, pension etc. All other persons were treated dependants. 


In 1931, ‘actual workers’ referred to ‘earners* only i.e., those who earned in cash or kind. The depen- 
dants were also classified as ‘Working dependants’ and 'Non-earning dependants*. In the former category 
were included those persons who had an occupation but did not receive any income in cash or kind while 
in the latter, persons who did not work or had no occupation were included. The working population was 
divided in the same way as in 1911 and 1921, auh-divided into 12 sub-classes, 55 orders and 195 groups. 
Under each class sub-totals of persons following the occupations as Trincipal occupation’ or as ‘Working 
dependant’ or as ‘Subsidiary to other occupations’ were given. 

In 1941, the general scheme of classification followed the 1931 with a few minor alterations only, :n 
so far as the total number of groups was raised to 235. 

In 1951, tho Indian Census Economic Classification Schemo was adopted. It was based on the 1931 
classification scheme of occupations. A few modifications were, however, introduced and a comprehensive 
economic classification of the population as a whole was made. The population was divided into two 
broad categories — Agricultural and Non-ogricnltural and each of these were further sub-divided into four 
classes. The Agricultural population including their dependants, was divided as (1) Cultivators of land, 
wholly or mainly owned (2) Cultivators of land, wholly or mainly unowned (3) Cultivating labourers, and, 
(4) Non-cultivating owners of land; agricultural rent receivers. Tho Non-sgricultural classes including 
their dependants were sub-divided into persons who derived their principal means of livelihood from (1) 
Production other than cultivation (2) Commerco (3) Transport and (4) Other services and miscellaneous 
services. These eight livelihood classes were further sub-divided into (i) self-supporting persons (li) non- 
earning dependants and (in) earning dependants. There were 1 0 divisions, 88 sub-divisions and 163 groups 
of industries and services. It may be noted that all the economically active as well as inactive persons were 
lumped together under each livelihood class on which they were mainly dependant. The economic classi- 
fication, on which the categories adopted in 1951 were based, was thus neither purely industrial not 
* occupational but a combination of both. 

In 1961 tho working population has been separated from tho non-working population and tho 
-workers have been presented nnder iuno broad-categories, based on the Standard Industrial Classification 
(reproduced as Annoxure I at tho end of this book), m : — 


1, Cultivation 
.-2, Agricultural labour 


^Corresponding to Division 6 
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3. Mining, quarrying, livestock, forestry, fishing, hunting anil plantations, orchards and allied 

activities, corresponding to Divisions 0 & 3. 

4. Household industry, corresponding to Divisions 0, 1 and 2 & 3. 

5. Manufacturing other than household industry corresponding to Divisions 2 & 3. 

6. Construction, corresponding to Division 4. 

7. Trade and Commerce, corresponding to Division 0. 

8. Transport, storage and communications, corresponding to Division 7. 

9. Other services, corresponding to Divisions 5, 8 & 9. 

It may bo noted that the Standard Industrial Classification consists of !> divisions, 45 major groups 
and 343 minoT groups. 

It would thus bo seen that the economic classification schemes have not been identical from 
census to census. This is because that the Census Organisation has always aimed at dynamic comparability 
between one census and the other resulting from the changing economy of tho country nnd has not been 
bound to the idea of maintaining the stagnant identity. When it was realised by thoso engaged in the task 
of pla nnin g for the country that the information available on tho basis of the schemes of economic classifica- 
tion adopted in 1951 was difficult to use and that the concept of self-supporting persons, earning dopondants 
and non-earning dependants was defective in so far as it was much too susceptible of subjective varia- 
tion which was responsible for rather violent fluctuations in the estimates of unpaid family workers, 
particularly females even in contiguous culturally homogeneous regions, the 1901 Census did not hesitato 
to change the classification and concepts of 1951 to suit the changing needsofthecountry.lt boldly gavo 
up the concept of dependency and livelihood in its economic classification and adopted the concept of work 
for the production of goods and services, and the two fold classification of tho National Classification of 
Occupations and Standard Industrial Classificationforthegreater differentiation of personal skills and imper- 
sonal sectors of production and services and thus started a aoties for tho futoro yet maintaining compara- 
bility with tho past.

In view of the fact that these tables occupy a largo cumber of pages all of them could not bo publi' 
ehed together in a single book and have been published in two parts, Part II B (i) the present volume 
covering tables B-I to B-I V, and Part II B ( it) which contains tables B-V to B-IX. 

The tables covered by this volnme, reflect the different economic characteristics of the general popu- 
lation. These tables were built up from the replies to the various questions asked by the census enumerator. 
The questions put to the persons enumerated and the instructions to the enumerators pertaining to the filling 
up of answers to these questions have been given at the end of this note for the general appreciation of the 
readers. 

For the facility of the readers who might like to draw comparisons between the figures as presented 
in 1961 and thoso of earlier censuses, a correlating statement has been prepared and is included as an Annox- 
ure II at the end of this book. The ttatoment indicates the groups and Bub-divisions adopted at each of the 
previous censuses as corresponding to the broad categories of the 1961 Census. 

Before wo closo this note, certain points relating to Table B-IU Part A may bo noted. There are some 
unusually large figures under ‘others’ below the educational level — Technical Degree or Diploma equal 
to Degree or Post Graduate Degree. This has resulted due to the inclusion of persons holding degrees like 
B.Sc. and M.Sc. in general science subjects which were taken ns technical degrees as there was no other 
educational level specified for this purpose. 

In some districts persons having degrees in certain subjects have not been returned. A plausible 
reason for tbis may be that either such persons were not present during the enumeration or they were not 
correctly returned by the enumerator. 

The number of persons with degrees in Engineering according to this table and in the occupational 
figures of engineers (Group 00) as shown in Table B-V for urban areas differ to a large extent. The 
recent expansion in developmental activities and dearth of qualified personnel has resulted in the 
employment of persons having only diploma qualifications as engineers and bcnco tho figures shown in 
Table B-V are in excess. 

ECONOXIIG QUESTIONS OF CENSUS 1961 

AND 

INSTRUCTIONS TO THE ENUMERATOR 

The questions 8 to 1 1 apply only to workers. A person who is at work may be working as a Cultivator, 
as an Agricultural Labourer, at a Household Industry or may bo doing any other work. You have to 
record the answer in question 8, 9, 10 and 11 according os the pereon is working as a Cultivator or as an 
Agricultural Labourer or at Household Industry or doing any other work. He may bo engaged in only 
one of the above four categories or in more than one. Thus, a porson can be working both as Cultivator 
and an Agricultural Labourer, in which case ho should bo entered both in Q. 8 and Q. 9, or, he may bo working 
both as Cultivator and at Household Industry in which caso ho will be entered in Q. 8 and Q. 10, or, he may 
be working in any possible combination of 8, 9, 10 and 11, in which case he will bo entered in the appropriate 
places, or, he may bo doing just one kind of work in which caso ho will bo entered in only ono of the four 
Questions 8 to 11. 

Tho basis of work will bo satisfied in the caso of seasonal work like cultivation, livestock, da hying, 
household industry cto., if the person has had some regular work of more than one hour a day throughout 
tho greater part of the working season. In the caso of regular employment in any trade, profession, service, 
business or commerce the basis of work will bo satisfied if tho person was employed during any of the fifteen 
days preceding the day on which you visited tho household. If on tho check or revisions] round such a 
person is found to bo unemployed no change in tho original entry should bo made. A porson who is working 
but was absent from bis work daring tho fifteen days preceding the day on which enumerated or oven exceed- 
ing the period of fifteen days duo to illness or other causes should bo treated as worker. A person who 
has been offered work but has not actually joined should bo treated as non-worker. Work includes not only 
actual work but effective supervision and direction of work. 

Persons under training as apprentices with or without -stipend or wages will bo regarded as working. 

An adult woman who is engaged in household duties but doing no other productive work to augment 
the family’s resources should not be considered as working for purposes of this question. If, however, in 

(*» 



addition to ter household wort aho engages herself in work such ns rice pounding for sale ot wages, or in 
domestic services for wages for others or minding cattle or selling firewood or making and soiling 
cowdung cakes or grass etc., or any such work she should be treated as a worker. 

Persons like beggars, pensioners, agricultural or non-agriculfcural royalty, rent or dividend receivers, 
who may bo earning an income but who are not participating in any productive work should not bo treated 
ns working unless they also work in cultivation, industry, trado, profession, business or commerce. 

A public or social service worker who is actively engaged in public service activity or a political worker 
who is also actively engaged in furthering the political activity of his party wilt bo regarded as worker and 
entered fully in Q. II. 

Q. 8 Working as Cultivator 

For purposes of the census a person is working as cultivator if ho or she is engaged either as an employ- 
er, sirigle worker or family worker in (a) cultivation of land or supervision or direction of cultivation of land 
owned or held from Government and (6) cultivation of land held from private persons or institutions for 
payment of money, kind or share. 

Cultivation involves ploughing, sowing and harvesting and docs not include fruit growing or keeping 
orchards or groves or working for plantations etc. Persons engaged in fruit growing or orchardry or planta- 
tions like tea, coffee, rubber, cinchona and other medicinal plantations should be entered in Q Wot Q.I1 
as the case may be. 

A person who has given out his land to another porson or persons for cultivation for money, kind or 
Bhare of crop and who docs not even supervise or direct cultivation of land, will not be treated as working 
as cultivator. Similarly, a person working in another person's land only as a labourer, and has no right or 
lease or contract on land on which he works, nor is responsible for taking decisions as to which crops to sow 
and when, of taking the risks of cultivation and is paid wages in cash, kind or share such «s share of produce 
(Agricultural Labour) will not be treated as Cultivator in this question. 

Q. 9 Working as Agricultural Labourer > 

The labourer should havo no right or leaso or roDtract on land on which ho works, nor should he be 
responsible for taking decision as to which crops to sow and when, or taking the risks of cultivation. A share 
of the produce goes to him only as wages. He should have been working as Agricultural Labourer in the last 
or current cultivating season. 

Q, 10 Working at Household Industry 

A Household Industry is defined as an industry conducted by the head of the household himself aud/or 
mainly members of the household at home or within the village in rural areas and onlyat home in urban 
areas. The industry should not bo run on the scale of a registered factory. Thus, the main criterion for a 
Household Industry is the participation of one or more members of a household in rural areas. lu the urban 
areas the industry should be confined to tho house. You should carefully keep this in mind. 

A Household Industry, should Telate to production, processing, servicing, repairing or making and 
selling of goods. It does not include professions such as pleader or doctor or barber or waterman or astrologer, 

A person though he may not be working in his own Household Industry may bo working ds a paid 
employee in another Household Industry. You should, therefore, enquire whether the person who is not 
working in hb own Household Industry is working in any othor Household Industry and if so, write the 
nature of the work done by him against question 10 (a) and the nature of the Household Industry against 
10 ( 6 ). 

^ A person who is working as a paid employee in another person’s Household Industry should be recorded

Q. 11 Doing Work Other Than 8, 9 or 10 



If a worker is not working as a cultivator or as an agricultural labourer or at any Household Industry 
write the actual work he is doing. If a person Is working as a cultivator or as an agricultural labourer or 
at Household Industry and also docs some other work (including dairying or livestock raising, orchard 
or plantation etc., as distinct from cultivation of crops) which does not relate to any of the above categories, 
write the other work ho does in this question. If he is engaged in more than one work and neither of them 
relates to any of the three categories mentioned above write hero the work on which he devotes more time. 

Q. II (a) Nature of work 

In the case of persons not working or who work only as cultivator or as Agricultural labourer or at 
Household Industry no information is required to bo filled up hero. For other workers describe fully the 
naturo of work done by the person himself. Full and precise information as to tho nature of work done by 
the person should be given. At previous censuses much trouble has been caused by inadequate answers, and 
if you do not succeed in obtaining satisfactory information on the individual slips, you will bo required 
to make a further visit for that purpose. 

Q. 11 (6) Industry, Business, Trade, Profession or Service 

In the ca»e of a person who is working and the nature of v, hose own work has been recorded in Question 
11(a), you should write here the nature of industry, lusiness, trade, profession or service in which tbe person 
works. 

As in tbe case of Question II (a), ycu should describe in detail tbe nature of industry, business, trade, 
profession or service in which the person works. Vague answers should be avoided. In tho case of industries, 
tbe articles which are produced or sei viced or repaired, should bo givcD. If more than ooo article is produced, 
the chief article produced or serviced or repaired should be given. I n tbe case of business or trade the prin- 
cipal article of trade should be described. In tbe case of service describe the nature of the service to which 

the ptTttm’ii wtok betongi. Thffi sbwsW. bt sraih th&t it viwvVi be. peeavWe to ctasavCy the, estab- 

lishment in which the person is working for purposes of industrial classification of the population. 

As in Question 11 (a) no entry is required tobe made about the persons not working or who work only 
as cultivator or as agricultural labourer or at Household Industry against, II (6) and 11 (c). For tho rest of 
tho workers record the class viz., employer, employee, single worker or family worker. 

Q. 11 (c) Class op worker 

An employei is a person who has to employ other persons in order to perform tLe work entered in Q, 
11 (a). That is to pay, such a person is not only responsible for his own personal work but also for giving 
work to others in the business mentioned in Q. 11 (o). Bnt a person who employs domestic servants for 
household duties or has subordinates under him in an office where he is employed by others, is not an em- 
ployer, even if he has the power to employ another person in his office on behalf of bis own employer or 
employers. 



An Employee is a person who usually works under some other person for salary or wages in cash or 
kind. There may be persons who are employed ns managers, superintendents, agents, etc., and in that 
capacity employ or control other workers on behalf oftheirown employers. Such persons arc only employees, 
as explained above, and should not bo regarded as employers. 

A Single worker for the purpose of Q. II (c) is a person who works by himself hot not as Head of 
household in a Household I wins try. Ho is not employed by any one else ami in his turn docs.not employ 
anybody ebc not even members of his household except casually. This tb-fioirioir of a Single Worker will 
include a person who works in joint partnership witli one or several persons hiring no employees, and also 
a member of a producers co-operatives should be recorded as ‘Single Worker’. 

A Family worker is a memlrer who works, without receiving wages in cash or kind, in on industry, 
business or trade conducted mainly by members of the family and ordinarily does nt least one bout of work 
everyday during the working reason For the purpose of the entire Q 11 isueb an industry should be on a 
scale larger than what has been covered in ‘Household Industry’ in Q. 10 whether run at home oi away 
from home in town or village and even a« ay from village in rural area ami should ordinarily be in the nature 
of a recognised partnership, joint stock ton] eny or registered faett ry. For the purpose of this definition 
members of a family may be drawn from beyond the limits of the household by ties of blood or marriage. 
The family worker may not be entitled to a chare of the profits in the work of tho business carried on either 
by tho person or head of tho household or other relatn c. 

Members of the household who help soWy in household duties should not be treated as family worker*. 

Q. II (<I) N*me or EsTABMSiive.vT 

Deecribe in detail against Q. 11 (<I) the name of tho factory, workshop, business house, company, shop, 
etc. If a person has do fixed place of work, writo 'No fixed place of work*. 

For a persoDW whom no entries have been made ioQr. 11 (o), 11 (h)and 11 (e) no entry is required to 
be recorded in this question also, 

Q. 12 Activity , ir not workcco 

This question will apply to a person NOT working. 

No entry is to be made here for a person who is working that is for whom you havo rceordod tho work 
in any of the questions 8 to 11 sbotp. 

The following activities should be precisely recorded in the case of poisons NOT working i 

1. Full-time student or child attending school who does no other work, such os mate articles at home 

for sale, tor even help part-time in his own family cultivation, industry, trade or business. 

2. Persons engaged in unpaid home duties (like housewife or other adult female) who does no other 

work, such as make articles at home for sale or wages, nor help regularly even part-time in 

family cultivation, industry, trade or business. 

3. Dependant, including an infant or child not attending school, a person permanently disabled from 

work because of illness or old age. 

4. Retired person who is not employed again, rentier, persoD living on agricultural or non-agrioul- 

tural royalty, rent or dividend or any other person of mdcpewlvEt meansfor securing which he 

docs not have to work and who does no other work. 

5. Beggar, vagrant or independent woman without indication of somco of income and others of on- 

specified source of existence. 

6. Convict in jail (an undertrial prisoner will ho shown ns & worker if ho used to work before he was 

apprehended) or an inmate of a ponal, mental or charitable institution. 

7. Person who has not been employed before but is soekingemploymeotfor the firsitimc. 

8. Person employed before hut bow out of employment and seeking employment. 

Explanation:— («) If a person, who does not work, cannot be readily classified in any of the above 

categories, put him in category 5. A retired person who has taken up regular work again should not be 
entered in this question as he would he vebsca catered for his ne* work in Questions 8 to 11. 

(t») A person who is not working but has been offered work which na has not joined should be included 
in items 3. He should not be included in items 7 or 8.

NOTE OJTTABLE B-I 

This is a Basic economic table prepared on the basis 
of the Primary Census Abstract. It recalls Union Table 
B-I of 1951, Imperial Table VIII parts I and II of 194], 
Imperial Table X parts (i)and (ri) of 1931 and Imperial 
Table XVll of 1921. The table for the former censuses 
was based on the concept of 'dependency* which has been 
changed to that of ‘workers’ and ‘non-workers’ at the 
current census. Hence, the data in this table is not 
atrictly comparable with the earlier censuses. 

In this table the population has been divided into nino 
industrial categories of workers, based on Indian Stand- 
ard Industrial Classification, and a separate category of 
non-workers [detailed classification of which aro avail* 
ablo in Table B-TX part II-B (ii)] further classified into 
sex and broad up-groups viz. 0-14, 15-34, 35-59, 60 and 
above. The classification of workers and non-workers by 
specific age-groups, is a special feature of 1961 census. 
The age-groups correspond to the different stages of life 
which have special significance with reference to capa- 
city to work nr., children, young persons, middle aged 
and elderly persons. 

The table presents information down to district for 
total, rural and urban areas separately.
